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UruAr     preface. 

The  former  edition  of  this  Liturgy  was  pub- 
lished in  1792;  and  the  present  has  been  de- 
layed by  the  editor  for  reasons  which,  he  trusts, 
have  enabled  him  to  render  it  more  deserving  of 
approbation  and  acceptance. 

It  has  been  the  chief  intention  of  his  endea- 
vours, to  form  the  ordinary  and  occasional  services 
of  public  worship,  upon  the  broad  and  general 
principles  of  our  common  Christianity.  Obso- 
lete words  and  redundant  expressions  have  been 
corrected;  offensive  and  needless  repetitions, 
have  been,  without  distinction,  expunged.  All 
doctrinal  opinions  which  have  been  superadded  to 
the  plain  and  simple  statements,  that  "  there 
"  is  one  god,  and  one  mediator  between  god 
"  and  men,  the  man  Christ  Jesus ;"  and  that 
iC  Jesus  is  the  Christ,"  have  been  studiously 
avoided.  It  appears,  indeed,  to  be  a  position  ca- 
b  pable 
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god  and  father  of  the  uni verge;  the  god  and 
father  of  Jesus  Christ,  and  of  all  mankind. 

Some  further  considerable  alterations  were  made 
by  Mr.  Lindsey,  the  editor's  late  learned  and 
worthy  colleague,  in  four  successive  editions  of  his 
liturgy,  professed  to  be  compiled  ""according  to 
the  plan  of  Dr,  Clarke/'    But  it  would  be  unwar- 
rantable to  prefix  Dr.  Clarke's  Venerable  name 
to  the  extent  of  alteration  comprehended  in  the 
following  pages.    It  is,  however,  earnestly  re- 
commended to  the  ingenuous  and  inquiring  chris- 
tian, attentively  to  compare  the  present  work, 
with    the    established   liturgy,    and    with    Dr. 
Clarke's  interleaved  copy  of  it;  as  also  with  the 
last  edition  of  Mr.  Lindsey's  "  Book  of  Com- 
mon-prayer reformed :"  for  it  is  only  by  such 
attention,  conducted  with  seriousness  and  can- 
dour, that  he  will  become  competent  to  ascertain 
the  improvements  or  defects,  or  the  scope  and 
extent  of  the  alterations  now  introduced,   and 
submitted  to  the  public ;  and  more  especially  re- 
commended to  the  congregation  for  whose  use 
the   present  revision  has  been  immediately  un- 
dertaken. .  ' 

It 
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It  is  confessedly  true,  that  the  editor  dissents 
from  several  religious  opinions,  which  are  enter- 
tained by  many  very  learned  and  very  excellent 
persons;    and  which  have  received,  and  con- 
tinue to  receive,  a  great  degree  of  public  appro- 
bation :  but  he  conceives  it  to  be  no  less  true,   ' 
that  many  very  respectable  members,  as  well  of 
the  church  of  England,  as  of  other  churches  or 
societies  of  christians,  differ  equally  from  each 
other  upon  the  same,  or  similar,  questions.     He 
is,  nevertheless,  fully  persuaded  that  he  shall 
not  be  found  to  have  given  just  cause  of  offence 
to  any  description  of  his  fellow-christians.    He 
knows,  or  thinks  he  knows,  the  value,  as  well 
as  the  nature,  of  unity,  both  among  the  disci- 
ples of  Christ,  and  among  the  brotherhood  of 
mankind  :  but  it  is  an  unity  in  charity,  or  love, 
for  the  whole  human  race,  and  not  an  unity 
in  doctrinal  opinions,  for  which  alone  the  chris- 
tian should  contend. 

The  reprinting  the  psalms  was,  on  the 
former  occasion,  postponed,  with  a  view  to  ef- 
fect their  greater  correctness  :  and  it  is  hoped 
that   the  attention   which  has  been  given  to

think  worse  of  their  final  state  before  god, 
and  better  of  your  own,  merely  on  that  ac- 
count. For  this  will  generate  an  unworthy 
pride  and  self-preference,  and  contempt  of 
-those  who  possess  not  the  advantages  which 
you  enjoy.  But,  on  the  contrary,  you  ought 
.to  be  the  more  humble,  and  to  reflect,  th#t 
it  is  not  the  splendour  and  abundance  of 
.tfee gifts  of  god,   but  the  faithful  use  and 

appli- 
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purification  and  improvement,  and  the  edi* 
fication  of  others,  that  .will  make  them  of 
any  real  value  to  you,  or  recommend  you  to 
his-favour at  the  last. 

You  will  always  bear  in  mind,  that  we 
are  not  Christ's  '  true  disciples,  neither  is 
oat  rdigion  the  religion  of  the  gospel,  ,\f9 
in  any  respect,  and  especially  on  account 
of  any  difference  of  religious  sentiments, 
it  lead  us  to  undervalue,  despise,  or  evil- 
intreat  any  of  our  fellow-christians,  or  any 
of  our  brethren  of  mankind.  For  he 
hath  expressly  said  ;  "I  give  a  new  com* 
mandment  to  you  about  loving  one  another;

By  this  will  all  men  know,  that  ye 
are  my  disciple?,  if  ye  have  this  love  one 
to  another."

For  families  are  the  nurseries 
and  schools,  in  which  the  successive  gene- 
rations of  men  are  to  be  instructed,  and 
fitted  for  their  different  stations  and  em- 
ployments in  life.  It  is  in  the  seminaries 
of  domestic  life,  that  each  learns  to  beartiis 
part  in  all  relative  duties,  and  to  be  helpful 
to  others :  to  become  good  citizens,  useful 
magistrates;  faithful  husbands,  virtuous 
wives ;  patterns  of  all  that  is  excellent  and 
worthy  in  every  relation.  Of  a  number  of 
families  united,  nations  are  composed:

Thus,  indeed,  it  is  written, c  The 
first  man,  Adam,  attained  to  animal 
life  :'  the  last  Adam-was  made  a  spirit 

46  that  had  life  in  itself*.  Nevertheless, 
that  was  not  first  which  is  spiritual ;  but 

47  that  which  is  animal  ;  and  afterwards 
•    that  which  is  spiritual.     The  first  man,

If  it  be  consistent  with  thy  wise  and  good 
designs  for  us ;  wc  pray  that  we  may  be 
preserved  from  all  dangers  and  accidents, 
and  continned  in  health.

Grant  that  wc  may  be  sincere  in  heart, 
and  uncorrupt  before  thee;  and  just  and 
upright  in  all  our  dealings  with  our  fellow- 
creatures  ;  and  dispose  us  to  acts  of  kind* 
ness  towards  them,  to  share  in  their  dis- 
tresses and  relieve  them ;  and  to  rejoice  in, 
and  embrace,  ail  opportunities  of  doing 
them  good,  especially  of  promoting  their 
eternal  happiness. 

Assist  us  also  in  the  just  government  and 
subjection  of  our  inferior  appetites  and 
passions  to  the  laws  of  reason  and  true 
religion  ;  and  make  us  moderate  in  the  use 
of  lawful  things,  that  we  may  be  kept  at 
the  greatest  distance  from  what  is  unlawful 
atid  sinful. 
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It  hath  pleased  thee,  the  sovereign  dis- 
poser of  all  things,*  to  appoint  the  different 
orders  and  ranks  of  men  for  wise  purposes 
of  public  good.  Enable  us  all  to  be  useful 
in  our  several  stations  and  capacities;  and 
to  discharge  our  duty  towards  each  other  . 
with  diligence  and  fidelity.  May  we  live 
in  the  love  and  reverence  of  thee,  o  god  I 
who  seest  in  secret,  and  wilt  reward  thy 
servants  in  the  future  world,  where  greater 
piety  and  virtue  will  make  the  only  differ- 
ence in  the  rank  of  thy  creatures,  one  froth 
the  other. 

These,  our  humble  requests,  we  offer 
unto  thee,  o  father  supreme  !  as  the  dis- 
ciples of  Jesus  Christ  our  lord,  v,  hose  holy 
example  we  ardently  desire  to  follow  ;  and 
in  whose  form  of  words  we  conclude  these 
our  prayers  for  ourselves  and  others.

1 8  Oh,  how  goon  do  they  become  ah 
horror  and  a  destolatfarn  \  How  soon  are  they 
utterly  consumed  with  terrors ! 

19  Like  the  images  of  a  dream,  when 
one  awaketh,  so  thou,  o  jehovah  !  makest 
the  imagfe  of  them  to  varrish. 

20  Thus  mine  heart  was  grieved,  atfd 
I  was  troubled  in  my  rrins  ; 

21  I  was  stupid',  and  I  Was  igfroratot ; 
I  was  as  a  bhite  before  thee. 

22  Nevertheless,  I  was  all  the  whilfe 
under  thy  care ;  thou  didst  hold  my  righfc- 
hnnd  ; 

23  Thou  didst  lead  me  with  thy  eoltn^ 
sel ;  and  afterward  didst  receive  me  with 
honour. 

24  Whom  can  I  compare  to  thee  ih 
heaven  ?  artd  on  earth  I  delight  in  noiue 
iyiore  than  in  thee. 

25  Though  my  flesh  and  mine  hestft 
t  ail, 
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fail,  god  is  the  strength  of  mine  heart, 
and  my  portion  for  ever. 

26  But,  lo  !  they  who  depart  from  thee 
shall  perish ;  thou  shalt  destroy  all  those 
who  are  unfaithful  to  thee  : 

27  But,  for  my  part,  it  seemeth  good  to 
me  to  draw  near  unto  goj>,  to  place  my 
trust  in  jehovah,  and  recount  all  thy 
works.

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the  carved  works  of  it  with  axes  and  ham* 
mers  : 

6  They- set  fire  to  thy  sanctuary,  and 
profone  the  dwelling-place  of  thy  name 
by  rasing  it  to  the  ground* 

7  They  say  in  their  hearts;  "Let  us 
destroy  them  entirely  :"  and  they  bum  all 
the  places  of  worship  of  jehovah  to  the 
ground. 

8  Wc  see  not  any  signs  of  our  deliver* 
ance ;  neither  is  there  a  prophet,  or  one 
among  us,  who  knoweth  how  long  this  de- 
solation « will  last. 

9-  How  long,  o  god  !  shall  the  enemy 
continue  to  set  thee  at  defiance?  shall  the 
fcnemy.  defy  thy  name  for  ever  ? 
.10  Why  drawest  thou  not  forth  thine 
hand,  even  thy  right*hand,  from  thy  bosom, 
to  consume  them? 

11  Nevertheless,  o  god  !  my  king! 
in  former  days  thou  wroughtest  deliver- 
ances*  in  the  midst  of  the  earth. 

to,  Thou,  by  thy  power,  didst  divide  the 
sea,  and  didst  break  the  heads  of  the  dr*» 
gens  in  the  waters  : 

13  Thou  didst  dash  the  head  of  the

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wb*le  in  pieces  ;  and  gsavest  him  to  be  food 
for  the  people  in  the  wilderness  : 

14  Thou  didst  cause  a  spring,  yea  a  tor- 
rent, to  burst  forth  from  the  rock ;  thou 
didst  dry  up  great  rivers. 

15  Through  thee  is  the  day,  through 
thee  is  the  night ;  thou  didst  prepare  the 
light,  and  the  plare  of  the  sun. 

1 6  Thou  didst  fix  the  boundaries  of  the 
earth  ;  thou  didst  make  the  summer  and 
winter* 

17  Remember,  o  jehovah  J  the 
enemy  who  defy  thee,  and  a  foolish  people 
who  despise  thy  name; 

18  Deliver  not  unto  death  the  life  of 
him  who  worshippeth  thee;  and  forget  not 
the  congregation  of  thine  afflicted  forever. 

*9  Have  regard  unto  thy  covenant,  for 
the   habitations   of  the  land   are   full  of 
darkness  and  violence. 
♦    20  Let  not   the  poor  be  abashed;  lot 
the  afflicted  and  distressed  praise  thy  name. 

at  Arise,  oGOi>!  and  plead  thine  own 
cause;  remember  how  the  fool  revileth 
thee  all  the  day  long. 

22  Forget  not  the  clamour  of  thine  oner 

mies ; 
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mies ;  for  the  presumption  of  those  who 
bate  thee  increaseth  continually.

6  I  meditate  in  the  night  within  mine 
heart ;  1  am  dejected  while  my  spirit  inquir- 
ed : 

7  "  Will  jehovah,"  say  I,  "  cast  me  off* 
for  ever  ?    and   will  he  receive  me   with 
affection  no  more  ? 

8  ".  Will  his  goodness  entirely  cease  ? 
hath  his  word  failed  for  alL generations  ?

io  Then  I  say,  in  my  dejection  ;  "  Tb& 
change  proceeds  from  the  right-hand  of  the 
most  high  : 

*  ii  u  I  will  recollect  thy  works,  o  Jeho- 
vah !  and  call  to  mind  thy  wonders  of  old 
time  : 

i a  "  I  will  meditate  on  all  thy  works; 
and  I  will  relate  all  thy  great  exploits. 

13   "  o  god  ! 
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13  "  o  cod  !  holy  is  thy  way.  What 
God  is  so  great  as  our  god  ? 

1 4  "  Thoii  art  the  cod  who  doest  won- 
ders :  th'ti  madest  known  thy  power 
among  the  nations  : 

15  **  Thou  didst  deliver  with  thipe  ai;m 
thy  people;  the  sons  of  Jacob  and  Joseph. 

16  "The  waters  saw  thee,  o  qod  !  thq 
waters  saw  thee,  and  wei;e  affrighted  ;  the 
seas  also  trembled. 

17  "The  clouds  poured  down  wat$r; 
the  heavens  resounded,,  apd  thine  arrows 
went  forth. 

18  "The  sound  of  thy  thunder  was  in 
the  whirlwind  ;  thy  lightnings  did,  shine 
over  the  world  :  the  earth  trembled  and 
shook. 

19  "Thy  way,  o  jehovah  !  was 
through  the  sea,  and.  thy  path  through  the 
great  waters,  although  thy  footsteps  are 
not  known. 

20  "  Thou  didst  lead  thy  people  like 
a  flock  of  sheep,  by  the  hand  of  Moses  and 
4>aron."

tion ; 
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tion  ;  incline  your  ears  to  the  words  of  my 
mouth  : 

2  I  will  open  my  mouth  in  a  grave  dis- 
course,! will  utter  pointed  truths  of  ancient 
times ; 

3  Which  we  have  heard  and  known  ; 
and  which  our  fathers  delivered  unto  us. 

4  We  will  not  conceal  them  from  their 
children,  but  will  publish  to  the  next  ge- 
neration the  praises  of  jehovah  ;  his 
power,  and  the  wonderful  works  which  he 
hath  done  : 

5  For  he  ordained  a  testimony  in  Jacob, 
apd  established  a  law  in  Israel,  by  which 
he  commanded  our  fore-fathers  to  make 
his  works  known  unto  their  children  : 

6  That  their  posterity  might  know  them, 
and  that  children  who  should  be  born, 
might  arise,  and  tell  their  children  : 

7  That  they  should  place  their  hope  in 
god  ;  and  should  not  forget  his  works,  but 
keep  his  commandments  : 

8  And  not  be  like  their  fore-fathers,  a 
perverse  and  offending  generation  ;  a  ge- 
neration whose  heart  was  not  firm  ;  and 
whose  spirit  was  not  stedfast  toward  god. 

9  The  sons  of  Ephraim,   who  were 

armed 
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armed  with  the  bow,  were  put  to  flight  in 
the  day  of  battle  ; 

10  Because  they  kept  not  the  covenant  of 
god,  and  refused  to  walk  according  to  his 
law  : 

ii  And  forgot  his  works  and  his  won- 
ders, which  he  had  shown  them. 

12  Before  their  fathers  he  had  wrought 
wonders  in  the  land  of  Egypt,  in  the  plain 
of  Zoan  : 

13  He  had  divided  the  red-sea,  to  let 
them  pass  through,  and  caused  the  waters 
on  each  side  to  stand  like  an  heap  : 

•    14  He  had  led  them  by  a  cloud  in  the 
day  ;  and  all  the  night,  by  a  light  of  fire  : 

15  He  had  cleaved  the  rocks  in  the  wil- 
derness, and  given  them  drink  as  from  the 
great  deep : 

16  He  had  brought  forth  streams  from 
the  rock,  and  made  the  water  to  desqend 
like  rivers. 

17  Nay,  they  still  continued  to  sin 
against  him  ;  to  provoke  the  most  high  in 
the  wilderness. 

1 8  In  their  hearts  they  put  god  to  the 
proof,  by  demanding  meat  for  their  appetites : 

19  They 
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19  Tb^y  evfti  speke.  against  god,  and 
said  ;  "  Will  god  be  able  to  spread  a  table 
ia  the  wilderness  ? 

20  "  Wh^p  he  smote  the  rack,  heboldl 
the  waters  burst  forth,  and  the  streams 
flowed :  but  can  he  also  give  bread  ?  can 
he  provide  flesh  for  his  people  ?" 

11  When,  therefore,  jehovah  heard 
thi$y  he  was  exceedingly  wroth  :  and  the 
fire  burnt  fiercely  against  Jacob,  yea,  and 
•og^r  arose  against  Israel  : 

a*  Because  they  believed  not  in  qod  ; 
neither  trusted  in  his  saving  power. 

23  Nevertheless,  he  commanded  the 
clouds  ajbove  to  part  asunder,  and  opened 
the  doors  of  heaven. 

24  He  showered  down  maana  upon 
them  to  ear,  and  gave  them  bread  from 
heaven : 

%$  So  men  did  eat  the  food  of  angels, 
and  he  sent  them  provisions,  mone  than 
sufficient. 

26  He  caused  the  east-wind  in  the  hea- 
vens to  cease  to  blow ;  and,  by  his  power, 
he  brought  in  the  south-west-wind ; 

27  And  he  showered  upon  them  flesh  33 

though! 
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though  it  bed  been  dust;  tod  winged 
fowl  as  the  sand  of  the  sea  $ 

28  And  they  fell  in  the  midst  of  their 
camp  ;  even  round  about  their  habitations. 

ag  Then  they  did  edt>  and  wene  tho* 
roughly  satisfied;  lor  he  gave  tbern  theii: 
desire. 

30  But  they  ceased  not  from  their  glut*, 
tonous  craving ;  nay,  even  while  their  food 
was  in  their  mouths,  the  wrath  of  God 
arose  against  them,  and  slew  them  in  Xht 
midst  of  their  indulgences,  and  smote  the 
chosen  men  of  Israel. 

31  Notwithstanding  all  this,  they  sinned 
still  more,  and  believed  not  his  wonderful 
works  : 

32  Therefore  he  consumed  their  days  in 
vanity,  and  their  years  in  trouble. 

33  While  he  was  destroying  them,  they 
sought  him ;  and  returned,  and  supplicated 
goo: 

34  And  remembered  that  god  was  their 
defence  ;  that  the  most  high  god  was  their 
gaviour. 

35  But  still  they  only  flattered  him  with 
their  mouths,  and  dissembled  with  their 
tongues; 

36  For 
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36  For  their  heart  was  not  fixed  on 
him  ;  neither  were  they  steady  in  his  cove- 
nant. 

37  Nevertheless  he,  being  merciful,  for- 
gave their  iniquity,  and  did  not  destroy 
them ;  but  frequently  turned  away  his 
wrath,  and  would  not  suffer  his  whole 
dispjeasure  to  arise : 

38  For  he  remembered  that  they  were 
flesh ;  a  breath  that  passeth  away  and  re- 
turneth  not. 

39  Thus  did  they  rebel  against  him  in 
the  wilderness,  and  provoke  him  in  the 
desert : 

40  Again  and  again,  they  put  god  to 
the  proof;  and  set  bounds  to  the  holy  one 
of  Israel. 

41  They  called  not  to  mind  his  power, 
nor  the  day  when  he  rescued  them  from 
affliction  : 

42  \\  hen  he  wrought  his  miracles  in 
Egypt,  and  his  wonders  in  the  plain  of 
Zoan  : 

43  When  he  turned  their  rivers  and 
their  streams  into  blood,  so  that  they  could 
not  drink  of  them  : 

44  JVhcn  he  sent  among  them  the  mos- 

cheto- 
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cheto-fly  to  devour  them ;  and  the  ftog,  that 
it  might  destroy  them  : 

45  And  he  gave  their  fruit  to  the  cater- 
pillar, and  their  labour  to  the  locust : 

46  When  he  cut  off  their  vines  with 
hailstones,  and  their  fig-trees  with  the  frost: 

47  And  he  gave  up  their  cattle  to  the 
hail,  and  their  flocks  to  flashes  of  light- 
ning : 

48  When  he  sent  upon  them  the  fierce- 
ness of  his  displeasure,  anger,  wrath  and 
.indignation  ;  the  ministers  of  evil : 

49  And  he  levelled  a  way  for  his  anger ; 
not  sparing  their  persons  from  death,  but 
giving  up  their  life  to  the  pestilence  : 

50  When  he  smote  every  first-born  in 
•Egypt ;  even  the  prime  of  their  strength  in 

the  tents  of  Ham. 

5  r  But  he  made  his  own  people  go  forth 
Jike  sheep,  and  led  them  in  the  wilderness 
like  a  flock : 

52  He  conducted  them  in  safety,  with- 
out fear;  while  the  sea  overwhelmed  their 
enemies  : 

53  And  brought  them  to  his  holy  land, 
even  to  the  mountain  which  his  right-hand 
had  acquired. 

54  And 
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54  And  foe  drorc  out  the  nations  before 
them,  dividing  their  land  among  them  for 
-an  inheritable,  and  making  the  tribes  of f 
Israel  bis  peopie  to  dwell  in  their  tents. 

55  Yet  they  tried  and  provoked  the 
most  high  god,  and  kept  not  his  testimo- 
nies : 

56  They  fell  back,  and  proved  false  like 
their  fathers ;  they  turned  back  like  a  bow 
when  it  shooteth. 

57  They  provoked  him  to  anger  with 
their  high-places,  and  moved  him  to  jea- 
lousy with  their  graved  imaiges. 

r;8  god  heard  this,  and  was  wroth  ;  and 
was  greatly  disgusted  with  Israel  ; 

59  So  that  he  forsook  his  dwelling-  in 
Shiloh,  even  the  tabernacle  in  which  he 
dwelt  among  men  : 

60  Nay,  he  delivered  his  power  into 
captivity,  and  his  glory  into  the  hands  of 
his  enemies. 

61  He  also  gave  up  his  people  to  the 
sword,  and  was  wroth  with  his  inherit- 
ance, 

62  Fire  devoured  their  young  rrten,  and 
their  maidens  were  not  given  in  marriage. 

63  Their  priests  fell  by  the  sword ;  and 

there 
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there  were  no  widows  to  make  lamen- 
tation.    t 

64  But  jehovah  awoke,  as  one  out  of 
sleep ;  or9  like  a  mighty  man  refreshed 
with  wine: 

65  And  smote  back  their  enemies  ;  and 
fixed  upon  them  everlasting  disgrace. 

66  Then  he  rejected  the  tabernacle  of 
Joseph,  and  approved  not  the  tribe  of 
Ephraim  : 

67  But  chose  the  tribe  of  Judah,  even 
the  mountain  of  Zton,  which  he  loveth  ; 

68  Where  he  built  his  sanctuary  on 
high;  and  laid  the  foundation  of  it,  like 
that  of  the  earth,  which  be  hath  established 
for  ever. 

69  He  chose  David  also  his  servant,  and 
took  him  from  the  sheep-folds  : 

70  He  brought  him  from  following  the 
sucklings,  to  feed  Jacob  his  people,  and 
Israel  his  inheritance : 

71  And  be  fed  them  with  integrity  of 
heart,  and  conducted  them  with  a  prudent 
hand.

8  Remember  not  against  us  our  for- 
mer sins ;  but  let  thy  mercies  come  quickly, 
for  we  are  nearly  exhausted.

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9  Help  us,  o  god  of  our  salvation !  for 
the  sake  of  the  glory  of  thy  name:  deliver 
us,  and  forgive  our  transgressions,  for  thy 
name's  sake  ! 

10  Why  should  the  nations  say ; 
€<  Where  is  their  god  r" 

ii  Make  thyself  known  among  the  na- 
tions, by  taking  vengeance  upon  them  for  the 
blood  of  thy  servants  which  has  been  shed  ! 

12  Let  the  deep  sighing  of  the  prisoners 
come  before  thee  !  according  to  the  great- 
ness of  thy  power,  preserve  the  lives  of 
those  who  are  condemned  to.die  !

15  Ci  Touch  not,  said  be,  mine  anointed ; 
and  do  my  prophets  no  harm.'* 

16  When  he  called  for  a  famine  upon 
the  land,  and  destroyed  the  provision  of 
bread ;

25  When  he  turned  the  heart  of  the 
Egyptians  to  hate  his  people,  and  to  devise

%  Who  can  distinctly  rehearse  the 
mighty  acts  of  jeho.vah  ?  who  can  pro- 
claim all  his  praise  ? 

3  Remember  us,  o  jehovah  !  with  the 
favour  tbouttsest  to  show  to  thy  people;  and* 
Visit  us  with  thy  saving-  power :

20  1  hey  exchanged  their  glory  for  the 
semblance  of  an  ox  that  eatetb  grass. 

21  They  forgat  god  their  saviour,  who 
had  done  great  things  in  Fgypt ; 

22  Wonderful  things  in  the  land  of 
Ham  ;  and  terrible  things  at  the  red-sea. 

23  Therefore,  he  declared  he  would  have 
utterly  destroyed  them,  bad  not  Moses,  his 
chosen,  stood  in  the  breach  before  him,  to 
turn  his  indignation  from  destroying  them. 

24  They  despised  the  land  they  should 
have  desired  \  they  believed  not  in  his  word : 

25  But  murmured  in  their  tents;  and 
hearkened  not  unto  the  voice  of  jehovah  : 

26  Therefore,  he  sware  unto  them,  that 
he  would  make  them  fall  in  the  wilderness  : 

27  And  that  he  would  disperse  their 
posterity  among  the  nations,  and  scatter 
them  through  the  countries. 

28  They  connected  themselves  with 
Baal-peor ;  and  did  eat  of  the  offerings 
made  to  dead  men  deified.

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PREFACE. 


The  following  collection  of  hymns  has  been 
.selected  and  revised  for  the  use  of  a  christian 
congregation.  And  the  editor  submits  it  to  them, 
hoping  that  the  selection  will  be  generally  ap- 
proved, and  that  the  revision  will  have  rendered 
i^  still  more  acceptable.  Alterations  have  been 
made  almost  in  every  hymn ;  if,  therefore,  any 
inaccuracy  or  impropriety  should  be  observed  in 
any  of  them,  the  original  composition  may, 
nevertheless,  be  clear  of  every  imputation  of 
either. 

It  has  beensaid  of  devotional  poetry,  that  "the 
ee  paucity  of  its  topics  enforces  perpetual  repeti- 
€e  tion,  and  the  sanctity  of  the  matter  rejects  the 
*<  ornaments  of  figurative  diction."  This  ob- 
servation is  both  just  and  important;  and  it  is 
recommended  to  the  attention  of  every  reader  of 

de- 
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devotional  poetry,  as  being  calculated  to  prepare 
him  rightly  to  judge  of,  and  to  appreciate,  the 
correctness  and  the  taste  of  such  compositions. 

It  may  not  be  wholly  unnecessary  to  add,  that 
the  editor  has  endeavoured  to  avoid  in  these 
hymns,  more  immediately  designed  for  social 
use,  all  mysterious  and  all  equivocal  expressions, 
conceiving  that  plainness  and  simplicity  of  lan- 
guage would  best  promote  religious  truth,  and, 
consequently,  best  edify  the  human  heart.
